Steering Committee Pro- 
gram Hits Snag When 


Move Is Made To Con-| 


sider Treaties First. 


DECISION GOES OVER 
TO THIS MORNING 


Borah Wants Treaty De- 
bate Postponed Over 
Christmas; Reservations 
Struggle Anticipated. 


Washington, December 19.—(4)— 
IJardly had the Kellagy peace pact 
been reported formally to the senate 
today before a surprise move was 
initiated to take it up for immediate 
consideration ahead of the long-pend- 
ing naval construction measure. 

An attempt of Chairman Hale, of 
the navy committee, to put the house 
bill authorizing construction of 15 
ew cruisers before the senate in ac- 
cordance with the program of the re- 
publican steering committee, was 
blocked and a decision on which would 
get the right of way went over until 
tomorrow. 

When Senator Hale put his motion 
to take up the naval bill upon the dis- 
position of the pending business, Sena- 
tor King, democrat, Utah countered 
with a Substitute motion te put ahead 


of it the peace treaty which had been 
received a few hours earlier from the 
foreign relations committee. 


Decision Goes Over. 


Senator Norris, republican, Nebras- 
ka, another opponent of the naval 
measure, joined King and served no- 
tice that “there is no chance for a 
vote on this proposition today.” A 
moment later the senate adjourned 
and Senator Hale gave notice that 
immediately upon its reconvening to- 
morrow he would reinstitute his move 
to make the naval bill the unfinished 
business. 

After formally presenting the pact 
nledging all nations of the world to 
renounce war. Chairman Borah of 
the foreign relations committee, who 
is sponsoring the treaty. canvassed 
the legislative situation and planned 
to defer until after the holidays any 
attempt to consider it in the senate. 

Because of the crowded condition 
of the senate calendar in the remain- 
ing three days before the Christmas 
recess begins. the senator declared it 
would be “mere display” to seek rati- 
fication of the treaty in that time. 


Postpones Action. 


“T am not disposed to take up the 
treaty,” he announced, “until there is 
a prospect of getting somewhere with 
it. There is no opportunity to get 
action on the pact before Christmas 
and any attempt in that direction 
would be mere display.” 

Along with the Kellogg treaty. 
Chairman Borah reported from the 
foreign relations committee the modi- 
fied “interpretative” resolution of 
Senator Moses, republican, New 
Hampshire. The resolution goes be- 
fore the senate for consideration with 
the treaty without recommendation by 
the committee. 

With the fight now on the floor, 
Senator Moses-and his ally, Senator 
Reed, democrat, Missouri. are muster- 
ing forees for the resolution which 
was redrafted to eliminate any direct 
reference to the American Monroe

MELLON RESIGN 
POST IN CABINE! 


Texas Congressman 
Charges Secretary With 
“Misleading and False” 
Financial Statements. 


Washington, December 19.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Secretary of Treasury 
Mellon's resignation was demanded 
in the house today by Representative 
Garner, Texas democrat, who charged 
the secretary with making “mislead- 
ing and dishonest” financial - esti- 
mates. 

Garner further charged that Mellow 
first estimated a $37,000,000  treas- 
ury surplus after the budget bureau 
had estimated a $4,000,000 deficit, 
and then sent an estimated tax re- 
turn total. of $75,000,000 to congress 
with the warning that it might create 
a $50,000,000 deficit. 

“These figures were prepared by 
the treasury departmerft bechuse Mel- 


lon was interestet-in.the Geeek Joan," 
the ‘Texan said. “He knew duless 
he had the president tell congress it 
could make a peace-time loan without 
a bond issue or increase in taxes the 
bill would not pass, for congress won't 
lend money to a foreign government 
out of a ‘busted’ treasury.” 

Garner predicted the American peo- 
ple would eventually repeal the in- 
come tax law and adopt some other 
system of taxation because of Mel- 
lon’s administration. 

‘The American people will not tol- 
erate the connected secrecy of the 
treasury and the scandals which come 
out of that department,” he added. 
“If L were president, I would de- 
mand the secretary's resignation.” 

Garner termed the large tax re- 
funds made to the United States Stee! 
corporation as “after election manipu- 
lations.” 

Garner told the house the tax re- 
fund estimates ¢ontained $5,500,000 
for the steel company for 1917 and 
said if returns were to be given for 
later years on the same scale at least 
$30,000,000 would be returned to the 
company. 

The joint congressional committee 
on internal revenue taxation, meet- 
ing in executive session, refused to 
approve the tax returns submitted by 
Mellon, it was learned. A _ future 
meeting will be held to determine what 
recommendation the committee will 
make to congress. The committee 
consists of six republicans and four 
democrats.

WILL CARRY FIGHT 
TO SENATE, FLOOR 


Nominee Vows He Is ‘Un- 
biased’ But Volunteers 
To Withdraw From In- 
sull Hearings. 


Washington, December 19.—(?)— 
The nomination of Roy O. West, of 
Chicago, as secretary of interior was 
ordered favorably reported to the sen- 
ate for confirmation late today by its 
lands committee after the secretary 
had listened to a blunt statement by 
Chairman Nye opposing him because 
of his previous holdings of stock in 
the Samuel Insull power utilities com- 
panies, 

Replying to the views of Senator 
Nye, which were read in open meet- 
ing, Mr. West, somewhat flushed, de- 
clared himself “unbiased” but he vol- 
unteered in view of the opinions ex- 
pressed by the committee chairman 
to withdraw from participation in any 
decision compng before his department. 
affecting applications of the tusull in- 
terests. 

lt was the second time the secfe- 
tary, who was named last July by 
President Coolidge to succeed Hubert 
Work, had been questioned and after 
he had made his statement the com- 
mittee went into executive session. An 
hour later it ordered his nomination 
reported by a vote of 7 to 3. 

Chairman Nye, a republican from 
North Dakota, and Senators Walsh, 
Montana, and Wagner, New York, 
democrats, voted against West. Three 
other members of the committee re- 
main to be polled but their votes can 
not change the result and Senator 
Nye announced he would place the 
favorable report on confirmation be- 
fore the senate tomorrow. 

Those opposing the secretary are 
expected to renew their fight on the 
floor when the nomination comes up 
but friends of the secretary were con- 
fident tonight of his confirmation, al- 
though a vote may not be reached be- 
fore the Christmas recess on Satur- 
day.

COMMERCE MAN 
SOUGHT IN SLAYING 


H. O. Williford, Jackson 
County Cotton Dealer, 
Wanted for Investiga- 
tion After Inquest. 


Commerce, Ga., December 19.—(/) 
H. O. Williford, 63 years old, cotton 
factor here and a member of one of 
the most prominent ‘families in Jack- 
son county, was being sought Wednes- 
day night’ by officers in connection 
with the slaying of Bud Haggard, 61, 
Jackson county farmer, who was 
found dead in a field near here Tues- 
day. 

The man had been killed several 
days ago. Willifords arrest was or- 
dered Wednesday night following the 
coroner's inquest, which was in ses- 
sion two days. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury 
was as follows: “We, the jury, find 
that Bud Haggard came to-his death 
at the hands of a party or parties un- 
known to the jury. We recommend 
that H. O. Williford be held for in- 


vestigation by the grand jury.” 

Haggard had been missing since 
Saturday, when he left his home to 
come to Commerce, where he disposed 
of nine bales of cotton to Williford. 
He had the proceeds of the sale with 
him at the time he disappeared, mem- 
bers of his family said. 


The body was found on the farm 
of Harry Williamson, who notified the 
officers of his discovery. Haggard had 
been shot in the back of the head and

mission. The extent of the reduction 
will be determined by the commission 
in executive session at some later date, 
it was said. 

Mr. Perry explained that the com- 
mission had been influenced toward 
an immediate downward revision of 
electrical rates, in part, by the in- 
crease, during recent years, of the 
number of electrical home conven- 
iences. “The commission feels,” Mr. 
Perry said, “that an immediate down- 
ward revision will aid materially in 
placing these new inventions in the 
home of the average man.” 

The cases involve both the gas rates 
and the power rates charged by the 
Georgia Power company. The electric 
power rates include those in all towns 
and cities served by the company in 
Georgia while the gas rate case is 
limited to Atlanta and suburban cities. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson 
submitted his final brief in the case 
after a brief session held at noon 
Wednesday and the case was con-

President-Elect To Con- 
clude South American 
Goodwill Tour at Rio de 
Janeiro. 


U, 8. S$ Utah, En Route to Rio de 
Janeiro, December 19.— (GP) —PYesi- 
dent-elect Hoover's good-will visit to 
South American countries will end at 
Rio de Janeiro. He and his party will 
proceed directly from Rio without 
other stops to the United States, prob- 
ably to Key West and Miami, Fla. 
This program was officially announced 
today on board the Utah. 

The new plan necessitates cancel- 
lation of the proposed visit to Santo 
Domingo, Havana and Mexico which 
never had heen definitely arranged 
and depended upon developments. 

Mr. Hoover probably will go di- 
rect to Key West and Miami, Fla. 
The Utah is expected to reach Key 
West on January 5 or 6 if that port 
is chosen, unless he decides later to 
extend his Rio visit to spend Christ- 
mas there. He has been invited to 
spend the holiday in the  UBrazilian 
capital but it is understood he will 
not accept then. 

The original plan called for the re- 
turn of Mr. Hoover to New York city, 
a brief visit to Washington and a 
train trip to the Florida resort he has 
selected for a rest until he takes the 
oath as president. 

It was explained that the change 
was necessitated by delay in the jour- 
ney to and across the South Ameri- 
can continent and that insufficient 
time remained for Mr. Hoover to ful- 
fill all the engagements proposed for 
him.

‘The hotels 
were not completed when the Adair 
Realty & Trust Co. was forced into 
bankryptey, March 31, 1927, with lia- 
bilities of more than $40,000,000. 

The jury deliberated approximately 
eight hours, minus the services of Ww. 
Berry Young, forced to his bed last 
week with influenza. Young returned 
to the jury box Wednesday but later 
asked to be excused because of insuf- 
ficient strength to continue.

huana is alleged to be most wide- 
spread in New Orleans, the principal 
center of importation, there is said 
to be hardly a city in the east and 
south, where its use has not penetrat- 
ed to some extent. Recent cases of 
the marihuana habit among adults 
and children have been reported in 
cities as widely separated as St. Louis 
and Washington. 
Asks Legislation. 

New Orleans is now taking the lead- 
ership in the movement to secure fed- 
era! Jegislation to prohibit its impor- 
tation, sale and possession because it 
has been found that the Louisiana 
state law, which provides a maximum 
penalty of two years’ imprisonment 
and $150 fine, is powerless to con- 
tro] the traffic. In spite of local 
drives under the leadership of fhe 
New Orleans Tribune to suppress’ the 
peddlers of this dangerous drug, their 
nefarious traffic among school chil- 
dren is said to be steadily increas- 
ing. 

, ee to leading medical au- 
thorities marihuana causes insanity 
in those who use it habitually. It 
is nothing in the world but the dead- 
ly hashish, which for centuries has 
been the curse of the Orient. Made 
from the leaves and flowers of hemp, 
which grows like a weed in Mexico 
and Central America, it is consumed 
in this country in the form of cigar- 
ettes either with or without the mix- 
ture of tobacco, according to the taste 
of the addict. 

Here in New Orleans it is known 
by the nickname of “moota” or, when 
put up in cigarette form, as “mug- 
gles.” A smoker of marihuana is 
called a “muggle head” and any but 
the most hardefed victims of the 
habit can get all “muggled up” on 
a single cigarette. 


Knewn By Other Names. 


In other cities it is known by dif- 
ferent names. In some it is called 
“bang,” which is apparently derived 
from one of the names used for it in 
the Orient, where its victims are 
sometimes called “bang eaters.” In 
Cleveland it is said to be known as 
“congi” or “ghanga.” 

This drug, known to science as 
cannabis indica, is imported into the 
United States principally through 
ports on the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Atlantic coast. It comes principally 
from - Vera Cruz, Tampico and Ha- 
vana. Some :s also said to be smug- 
zled across the Mexican border into 
Texas and California, - 

In the crude form in which it is 
imported it consists of the flowers, 
leaves and smaller stalks of the hemp 
plant and looks much like hay. Before 
it can be used it has to be cleaned, 
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Mor, as they say in the trade, “mani- 


cured,” to remove the seeds and larger 
stems. This is done by rubbing it be- 
tween the hands. It is then ready to 
be rolled into cigarettes As the leaves 
are very brittle and contain many 
short stems two cigarette papers are 
always used—a brown one inside and 
a white outside. 

These marihuana cigarettes or “‘mug- 
gles” retail at the rate of 2 for 25 
eents. They are sold by peddlers who 
have their regular bootleg customers 
as well as by soft drink parlors and 
cigar stands in the tougher sections of 
the city. In some of the cabarets they 
command the fancy price of 25 cents 
straight. 

Enormous Profit. 


There is an enormous profit in the 
marihuana traffic, A kilo, the regular 
unit of the trade, which weighs 2.2 
pounds, can be bought in Mexico for 
ten to fifteen dollars Smuggled into 
New Orleans by sailors and stewards 
it sells for $35 to $50 a kilo, which 


leaves a nice margin for the 
gler. ts 

But the big profits are in the retail 
trade. A kilo of marihuana will make 
3,000 muggles. At two for a quarter 
they will sell for $375, giving a clear 
profit of more than $300 for handling 
about two pounds of the weed. 

The traffic in marihuana appears to 
be very old, dating back to the begin- 
ning of extensive trade with Mexico. 
It has been increasing largely during 
recent years and has had its most 
rapid development since the advent of 
the Volstead act and the federal anti- 
narcotic law which are said to have 
driven many old drinkers and users of 
other drugs to take up marihuana in 
their search for a “kick” which is not 
prohibited by federal legislation. 

Inability to prevent the spread of 
this_noxious habit among school chil- 
dren is, however, the basis of the pres- 
ent movement by the public school al- 
liance to have it placed on the prohib- 
ited drug list of the federal govern- 
ment so that the narcotic agents can 
assist officially in breaking up the 
traffic.

distrine. However, the resolution 
still provides that the treaty “does 
not impair or abridge the right of the 
United States to defend its territory 
or other vital interests in accordance 
with the traditional American poli- 
cies.” 

Senator Bayard, democrat, Dela- 
ware, who voted against reporting the 
treaty from the committee, and Sena- 
tor McLean, republican, Connecticut, 
who voted “present” on that poll, 
joined with Reed and Moses in writ- 
ing the final draft. 

Senator Shipstead, farmer-labor, 
Minnesota, who voted for reporting 
the treaty, stated today he was in- 
clined also to favor the Moses reso- 
lution altiough he wanted to study 
the entire cases further. The “resolu- 
tionists” also are counting on other 
support. 

It is entirely possible now that aft- 
er the recess which will end January 
% the senate may consider both the 
treaty and navy measure over which 
a fight for priority was threatened. 
However, which ever is acted upon 
first, leaders expect no trouble in get- 
ting a final vote on both, nor is any 
trouble expected in deciding which is 
to be taken up first. 

Moses Resolution. 

The text of the modified Moses res- 
olution follows: 

‘Resolved, that the senate of. the 
United States declares that in advis- 
ing and éonsenting to the multilateral 
treaty it does so with the understand- 


ng: 

“1. That the treaty does not im- 
nair or abridge the right of the United 
States to defend its territory or other 
vital interests in accordance with the 
traditional American policies. 

“2 That the treaty imposes no 
obligation on the United States to re- 
sort to coercive or punitive measures 
against any offending nation. 

“3. That the treaty does not obli- 
gate the United States to the condi- 
tions of any treaty to which the 
United States is not a party. 

“4. The secretary of state is re- 
quested to forward a copy of this reso- 
lution to the representatives of the 
other powers.” 

Senator Borah presented the treaty 
and the resolution separately, first 
placing the pact before the senate.

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Mid-Air Fueli 
-Air Fueling 


Is Accomplished 
By Army Plane 


Shreveport, La., December 19.—(#) 
Landing at Shreveport airport at 
4:55 o'clock this afternoon, aviators 
flying the tri-motored Fokker. army. 
plane “Question Mark” and its re- 
fueling ship “C-2,”" a Douglas ship, 
announced that the first actual change 
of motor lubricants in the engines of 
an airplane while speeding through 
space at nearly two miles a minute 
had been accomplished. The feat was 
performed as the planes droned their 
way 1,500 feet above the western sec- 


tion of Alabama. 

The “Question Mark” took off from 
Atlanta, Ga., today on the second leg 
of its flight from Washington to San 
Diego, Calif., for an endurance test 
to begin at dawn, New Year's day. 

stop was made at Montgomery, 
Ala., to pick up the refueling plane 
which preceded it to Montgomery. 

In its endurance test the “Question 
Mark” will use mid-air refueling as 
the means of remaining aloft for an 
indefinite period. The ship is under 
command of Major Carl Spatz with 
Captain Ira C, Eaker as pilot. 


Refueling Real Task, 


The task of the pumping of 120 
quarts of fresh lubricating oil into 
the tanks of.the three 200-horsepower 
motors with which the giant mono- 
plane is equipped consumed the better 
part of the three-quarters of an hour 
and entailed some real physical labor 
on the part of Major Spatz, H. J. 
Adamson, attached .to the office of 
assistant secretary of war; F. Tru- 
bee Davison and Staff Sergeant Roy 
Hooe, who took turns at the pump. 

There was no hitch whatever in the 
operation of replacing the old engine 
oil with new, other than the experi- 
ence encountered by Captain Eaker. 
For nearly 20 minutes Captain Eaker 
“flew blind,” due to the fact that the 
center motor’s reserve tank became 
filled to overflowing with the result 
that the blast from the propeller sent 
a spray of oil over the windshield, 
obliterating all vision, 

Spatz “Thoroughly Satisfied.” 

Describing the refueling in mid-air 
Major Spatz declared, “I am _ thor- 
oughly satisfied with the way things 
worked. It will, in my opinion, be 
only a matter of time before power 
driven equipment for changing oil will 
be part of the regular installation of 
aireraft intended for long haul sery- 
ice; even as I believe that the day is 
not far away when such ships will 
rely on fuel from flying filling sta- 
tions.” 

Major Spatz and Captain Eaker be- 
lieve that the “Question Mark” and 
its refueling plane will reach San 
Diego Friday night or Saturday noon, 
The refueling ship is being flown by 
Captain Rose Hoyt and Lieutenant 
Elwood Quesada. Plans have been 
made for refueling practice during the 
greater part of tomorrow. The re- 
fueling formation brings the planes 
within 20 feet of each other, the posi- 
tion of the endurance plane being 
such that th prop of its center motor 
is almost directly beneath the land- 
ing gear of the refueling ship. 

A cable is let down from the re- 
fueling ship to the endurance plane 
and refueling is done at the rate of 
75 gallons per minute. The refueling 
tank is of 300 gallons capacity. The 
fliers stated that fully a half hour 
of ground fueling time was saved in 
the air feat. 

Crews Remain Silent. 

Silence is being maintained by the 
crews of both planes regarding how 
long they expect the endurance plane 
to remain in the air, once it takes off 
on its test. 

The test flight will be conducted 
between Los Angeles and San Diego, 
with the plane scheduled to cover this 
route 20 times every 24 hours, aver- 
aging about 2,000 miles per day. 

The fliers will take off from 
Shreveport early tomorrow for Mid- 
land, Texas. They expect to make 
a stop at Dallas and reach Midland 
by nightfall. 


PLANE LEFT CANDLER FIELD 
EARLY WEDNESDAY MORNING. 


Piloted by Major Carl Spatz and 
Captain Ira C. Aker, the giant tri- 
motored army plane, “Question Mark,” 
hopped off from Candler field at 8:15 
o'clock Wednesday morning for Mont- 
gomery, Ala., and Shreveport, La., on 
the second leg of its journey to San 
Diego, Calif., where it will try for 
an endurance record. 

The plane arrived at Candler field 
from Washington, D. C., at 4:35 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon. There 
were two passengers aboard. 

Taking to the air at dawn on New 
ear’s day at San Diego, the plane will 
remain up as long as the machine 
functions and the men aboard are able 
to continue the flight. Fuel-will be 
transferred to it from a smaller plane 
while in flight.

“It appears that the majority of 
cases are of mild form,” Dr. Cum- 
ming said, “although one state, Mon- 
tana, reports that as the number of 
cases declines there appears to. be a 
greater severity in the individual 
cases.”’ 

The increase in the death rate re 
ported by the bureau of census yester- 
day was looked upon as the natural 


result of the great increase in the 
spread of the disease. 

Dr. Cumming repeated his warning 
that individuals must protect them- 
selves from the disease, adding that 
“prevention of serious conditions de- 
pends largely on the individual’s pre- 
cautions.” 

Public health officers, he said, are 
at work investigating the causes and 
characteristics of influenza. Their 
knowledge of the disease, he indicated, 
will be increased by statistics on the 
course of this epidemic, but he held 
little hope of any material progress 
toward prevention of future epidemics 
until the influenza bacillus is isolated 
and a specific cure or preventive is 


developed.

Washington, December 19—A#)— 
The approach of the time when tle 
census buerau will begin its 15th de- 
cennial counting of humans and com- 
pilation of other statistics was brought 
officially to the notice of congress to- 


appropriations committe to provide 
$19,000,000 for the job. 

The figure is one of the biggest 
single items in the appropriation ‘bill 
submitted today for the state, justice, 
labor and commerce departments, and 
accounts largely for the increase of 
$21,205,951 over current appropria- 
tions. For the four departments the 
committee asked $111,.779,887, having 
pared the budget estimates by $914,460. 

For each department the bill pro- 
vides as follows: : 

State, $14,600.478, an increase of 
$275.475 over current funds and a 
decrease of $3,120 from budget esti- 
mates; justice, $27,944,370 ; inerease

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THE WORLD BREATHES EASIER. 


The acceptance by the govern- 
ment of Bolivia of the mediation 
proposal of Secretary Kellogg, 
made through the Pan-American 
conference in session in Washing- 
ton, will very probably prevent war 
with Paraguay over territorial lines. 

The entire world breathes easier 
at the situation, for troubles of this 
nature necessarily involve other na- 
tions, and war in South America 
would precipitate an international 
condition that probably would not 
be confined to that continent. 

The most advanced practical step 
toward world amity was made by 
Secretary Kellogg in the success 
that he made of the multilateral 
treaty. 

At present it seems assured that 
the bloc of irreconcilables in the 
Senate will not be able to prevent 
its ratification. 


Pollowing the favorable action of 
this government. the governments 
of the other nations associated in 
the treaty will quickly ratify. ° 

It is unmistakable that Bolivia’s 
acceptance of the “good offices’’ 
of the United States was influeaced 
by the Kellogg pact, and by the 
splendid policy of diplomacy in 
dealing with the Latin republics 
that has featured the. administra- 
tion of the secret&ty of* state. 

The government? of. Paraguay in 
its note of acceptance of mediation, 
which preceded that of Bolivia, 
made this fact very plain. 


The nations of the western hemi- 
sphere have been remarkably free 
from disputes among themselves. 
The Monroe doctrine, while not an 
international law; has held them in 
close relationship. 

The United States government 
has proven that it is concerned only | 
in friendly diplomatic and trade re- 
lations, and not in territorial ac- 
quisitions. 

And during no administration has 
this policy been more accentuated 
than by the present secretary of 
state. .

High-Geared Prohibition—Another Misin- 
formed Historian—Mythical Softness. 


Washington, December 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Some days ago, on motion of 
Senator Bruce, of Maryland, the sen- 

ate casually ted 
the appropriation for 
prohibition enfarce- 
ment from $13,500, 
000 to something 
over &270,000,000. 
The Maryland wet 
apostle was not in 
dead earnest, of 
course, and the con- 
ference committee 
promptl; restored 
the criginal figures, 
as was expected. 
Senator Harris, of 
Georgia, when the 
conference report 
came in, objected to 
the reduction while 
not insisting upon the full extent of 
the Bruce boost. Possibly interpret- 
ing the election returns as proving a 
desire by the electorate for more ef- 
fective prohibition enforcement, Sen- 
ator Harris moved to recommit the 
report with a view to having the en- 
forcement fund high-geared to at least 
$100,000,000. 

No one can justly question the con- 
scientious devotion of our. Georgie 
senator to the cause of probibition and 
he is in line with nis consistent rec- 
ord when he urges that the govern- 
ment should do more than it has been 
doing toa, support the’ eighteenth 
amendment and give better effect to 
the Volstead act. 

Only by the defections of two demo- 
cratic senators was the Harris mo- 
tion defeated. The republican sena- 
tors, with three exceptions, voted 
solidly against the motion and there- 
by hopped into a large deep hole. 

The dry allies have been acclaim- 
ing that they “elected Hoover” and 
laid a mandate for prohibition high- 
pressure enforcement upon him and 
the republican party. But the party 
now in power in congress refuses to 
recognize the mandate and emphatical- 
ly votes to keep prohibition enforce- 
ment upon its present notoriously in- 
effective resources, 

The truth which Senator Harris 
discerns in common with all other 
sensible persons is that no amount 
of money and no army of agents will 
ever be able to catch and confine the 
innumerable liquor guerrillas who are 
making war upon the prohibition laws 
of the states and the nation, The 
senator, however, is justified in his 
effort to forward the “noble experi- 
ment” by supplying larger resources 
to those charged with making it work. 


A Persistent Injustice, 

The long and faithful campaign 
made by Dr. Joseph Jacobs, of At- 
lanta, to establish the right of Dr. 
Crawford W. Long, of Jefferson, Ga., 
to be world-recognized as the dis- 
coverer of anesthesia by sulphuric 
ether, was crowned by the placing of 
Dr. Long’s statue in the national 
capitol. The congress of the nation 
accepted it as the just memorial of 
him who had conferred upon suffering 
humanity the greatest boon in all its 
history. 

But it seems that the campaigh of 
Dr. Jacobs is not yet ended. 


In Scribner's magazine for October 
there appeared an article by Professor 
Thomas Jefferson Wertenbaker, a 
Princeton faculty historian, who is 
making researches in southern history 
and literature. He is a Virginian, 
we are advised, and the author,of sey- 
eral accredited historical works. Yet 
in recounting American achievements 
Professor Wertenbaker. writes: 


“In medical research an American, 
William T. G. Morton, gave suffering 
humanity the boon of anaesthesia.” 


Kvidently this misinformed pur- 
veyor of history to the students at 
Princeton and to the people at large 
needs the early attention of Dr. 
Jacobs.

Our Southern Softness. 


There has been a long. indulged 
myth that our southern climate, psy- 
chology and ease of life-support have 
bred into our tative people a_ soft- 
ness of fiber and functioning that 
sharply contrast with the cold-hard- 
ened physique and Jabor-zest of the 
typical northern and western folk. 

It is a fiction entirely out of char- 
acter with the facts of history, expe- 
rience and current demonstrations. 

The story of the war between the 
states, which began sixty-eight years 
ago and raged through four strenuous 
years should have permanently ended 
all credence in that myth of southern 
softness. 

The southern armies were made up 
of the flower and the fiber of our 
white population. Our soldiers were 
the pick of rich mansions and of the 
rudest of mountain and lowland 
homes. The armies of the north were 
equally representative of the hardy 
men of the states above the Mason and 
Dixon line and the sturdiest immi- 
grants from over the seas. But no 
commander or commentator in the 
north has had the face to charge the 
men who followed Lee, Jackson, John- 
ston and Hood with “softness.” 

No more have they laid that charge 
against the southerners who charged 
with Joe Wheeler at San Juan in 
Cuba, or those who stood unbeatable 
with Lawton when he «fell in death 
on a field in the Philippines. 

In the world war there developed 
no data on which to base comparisons 
between the nerve, the stamina, the 
fortitude and eourage of southernbred 
doughboys and those from other sec- 
tions. The first American gun on the 
French front was fired by a south- 
erner—and, then, there is Sergeant 
York yet visible to the public eye! 

When we turn to the strenuous ath- 
letic fields where softness gets no en- 
trance we have sent to championship 
posts a Bobby Jones in golf, a Strib- 
ling in pugilism, a Walthour in bicy- 
cling, and only this year more un- 
beaten football teams have illustrated 
the pop@lar collegiate game than could 
be fo#tnd in any other section of the 
country. 

Manifestly that old myth of south- 
ern softness is a hang-over from a 
period when, as Grady said, the north- 
ern and western critics “drew upon 
their imaginations for their facts.”

minds of the defendants an intep- 
tion to divert the funds to their own 
use rather than to the construction 
of the buildings. 

During bis charge of fifty:minutes 
Judge Sibley told the jury that in his 
own opinion, if any fraudulent inten- 
tion ever existed, it must have arisen 
after the firm got into financial dif- 
ficulties. He mentioned the Lynch loau 
of $2.500,000, which witnesses testi- 
fied brought about the ultimate fail- 
ure of the firm, but mentioned that 
it was called, after the last specific 
act of fraudulent use of the mails 
mentioned in the indictments. 


Question of Contracts. 


As to the contracts between the 
Adair Realty and Trust Co., and own- 
ers of the hotels, the court told the 
jury that there was an open questiou 
in view of the contracts, as to whether 
the Adairs might not legally have used 
the money derived from the bonds for 
any purpose they chose, so long as 
they intended on call to pay it to the 
building contractors. 

The contracts, the court said ina 
charging the jury, left doubt as to 
whether the Adair firm acted as agents 
of the hotel owners, in which case 
they were bound to treat the funds 
as a trust, or the firr: practically 
bought the issues, as the defense has 
contended, and were therefore con- 
tracturally bound only to pay the own- 
ers guarantees. 

Also emphasizing the contentions of 
the government and the defense as to 
the meaning of “completion bonds” 
Judge Sibley told the jury that it 
must select between the two argu- 
ments, using common sense to justify 
its decision. The government claims 
that “completion bonds” were adver- 
tised in Adair circulars as insuring 
the completion of various structures, 
regardless of all other obstacles. 

Urges Use of Common Sense. 

“Common sense is the basis of all 
law,” Judge Sibley said, “and you 
must use it in arriving at your de- 
cision.” 

‘In his closing argument to the jury, 
District Attorney Hager blisteringly 
assailed the Adairs and their asso- 
ciates, charging their actions as abso- 
lutely “defenseless.” Mr. Hager 
spoke for two hours. 

The government alleges that inves- 
tors in Adair bonds lost three mil- 
lion dollars. In his argument to the 
jury, Mr. Hager cited the evidence 
that projects sponsored by the com- 
pany were merely “holes in the 
ground,” alleged that many were not 
even started. 

Attorney Jones made the opening 
argument for the defense, ridiculing 
the charges of the government. He 
said that the Adairs and their asso- 
ciates used the same method of dis- 
posing of bonds as that used by simi- 
lar financing organizations, Attorney 
Conyers addressed himself particularly 
to the attempts of the government to 
prove a case against the defendants. 
Not even “a suspicion of guilt has 
been raised against any of the defend- 
ants,” he said. 

Judge A. C. Wheeler, representing 
E. A. Erwin. went into the law gov- 


jerning mail fraud. He said it was an 


established rule that even though false 
statements did get into the mails the 
sender was not responsiblé unless he 
knew personally the statements were 
wrong and that fraud was intended. 

The closing argument for the de- 
fense was made by Reuben Arnold. 
He described the government’s case a 
“bird with the feathers of a turkey 
and the body of a humming bird.” 

The Adairs, he said, were victims of 
the Florida collapse and could not be 
held responsible for being hit by the 
great deflation,

He declared “there 
is no question here raised as to The 
moral fitness or the general qualili- 
cations of Mr. West.” 

Does Not “Blend.” 


“Remembering that the federal 
power commission (of which the sec- 
retary of interior is a member) not 
only has the power to grant leases 
upon power sites is our. great 
streams,’’ concluded Senator Nye, “but 
has also the power of fixing valua- 
tions of power developments, it is 
extremely hard for me, in view of 
Mr. West’s connections and _back- 
ground, to feel that the great public 
interest involyed in these power 
schemes fostered under the leadership 
of the Insull interests can be posi- 
tive and seeure in the hands of Mr. 
West. 

“Somehow, Mr. West and the duties 
of the office to which he is appointed 
do not seem to fit or blend. His nat- 
ural bent, I am convinced, is not in 
keeping with the great public inter- 
est now involved in the question of 
power rights.

New York, December 19.—Small 
wonder Bill Tilden emerged from his 
conference with the amateur rules 
committee of the United States Lawn 
Tennis association looking like the 
eat that ate the canary. 

Having been barried for a _ brief 
period during which no tennis was 
played anyway, “Big Bill” is to be 
reinstated within three weeks, in 
time to permit him to participate in 


the exhibition. matches of the win- 
ter as a tune-up for his spring cam- 
paign. 

‘Tilden was smiling when he left 
the meeting,” according to the _ re- 
porters. The wonder i: that he did 
not laugh right out loud. 

it were not for the fact that 
the Tilden case constitutes an ex- 
ample for other so-called amateurs, 
it would be laughable indeed for all 
concerned. 


Skirted the Border. 


Here is a man who has repeatedly 
skirted the border line of profession- 
alism, flouted the rules and flaunted 
his defiance of all and sundry for as 
many years as he was champion. 
Much has been said about Tilden’s 
contribution to the game of tennis. 
Yet aside from his undeniable skill 
with a racquet, his example was 
hardly such as to commend itself to 
the youngsters who looked up to him 
as the leading exponent of the game. 

Things finally reached a pass 
where lawn tennis officials had either 
to admit that Tilden, as he appar- 
ently believed, was bigger than the 
game itself, or else discipline him. 

A factor in the United States Lawn 
Tennis association which had tired of 
“Big Bill’s” high-handed measures 
finally seized upon the concrete fact 
of his deliberate violation of the ama- 
teur code in writing of the Wimble- 
don tournament while participating 
therein, and had Tilden suspended. 

It was remarked at the time that 
Bill was not declared a_ professional. 
This would have turned him over to 
the enemy—Richards, Kozeluh & Co. 
—since Tilden then could not have 
been reinstated within three years, 

Instead, the United States Lawn 
Tennis association barred him from 
competition under its jurisdiction, 
whether amateur or professional, thus 
assuring itself of his services when 
desired. Tilden, as an amateur, means 
money at the box office of any ten- 
nis club willing to returnean ade- 
quate share to “Big Bill” in lieu of 
expenses. The thing works_ both 
ways, and is the essence of amateur- 
ism. If Tilden includes orchids for 
movie stars in his expense account, as 
has happened, why, that’s to be ex- 
pected of the country’s ranking ten- 
nis star. 

Announcement In January. 


Now that Tilden has been “discip- 


| lined” by suspension, he is te be re- 


instated as a reward for his echasten- 
ed spirit. Official announcement to 
that effect may be expected 
uary &. 

If one were to enter upon the pros 
and cons of the Tilden affair, the 
ensuing confusion would be discon- 
certing. The only way for the public 
to look at the affair is this: Tilden, 
regardless of his private practices and 
pretensions, is the greatest tennis 
player in the United States. Watch- 
ing him play is worth the price of 
admission, whatever: becomes of the 
price once i’ is paid. 

When you stop to think about it, 
as far as the public is concerned, 
there is very little difference betwéen 
watching amateurs or professionals. 
It costs more, as a matter of fact, 
to watch amateurs. And if it is true

I’d make 
him fight for me. He hasn’t had a 
bout under my promotion in over a 
year. 

Turned Down One Job. 

Rickard said that Dempsey asked 
him to become his manager after the 
Sharkey fight, but he said, “I turned 
it down because I'm a promoter, not 
a fight manager.” 

“I'll advise you and help you out 
whether you are fighting for me or 
not,” Rickard said he told Dempsey, 
“but I can’t be your manager.” 

As for Stribling, Rickard said the 
only reason he was boosting him was 
because “Stribling is the only heavy- 
weizht today not afraid to fight.” 
Rickard said he had Stribling signed 
to a .contract to. meet any opponent 
named for him. 

The thing all started when Rickard 
told newspapermen that Sharkey was 
“afraid to fight Stribling.” Johnny 
Buckley, Sharkey’s manager, called 
Rickard up on the telephone from 
Boston last night and asked him: 
“Where do you get that stuff that 
Sharkey is afraid to fight Stribling?” 

The conversation ended by Buckley 
making a date to meet Rickard i: 
New York Friday. Arrangements for 
the Sharkey-Stribling bout continue 
apace and Rickard expects to close for 
the bout Friday and leave for Miami 
Beach the day after Christmas to su- 
perintend work on the outdoor arena. 
Rickard plans to hold the bout at 
Miami Beach the last week in Feb- 


ruary. 
Will Meet All Three. 


The telegram which Sharkey is sup- 
posed to have sent Rickard about mid- 
night last night was never received by 
the promoter, Tex himself said, Buck- 
ley sent a copy of the telegram con- 
taining the charges that Rickard man- 
aged Stribling and Dempsey and had 
controlling interest in FPaolino to 
newspapermen. 

In the telegram Sharkey said, “I 
shall take on all three boxers, Strib- 
ling, Paolino and Dempsey one after 
another in New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia or Boston rings.”

HAD $15,000 AND 40 CATS AT DEATH 


Goes to Relatives in England

Miami, Fla., December 10.—(?)— 
The final chapter in the unusual life 
story of “Old Prince,” hermit of 
Miami and his 40 cats was written 
in probate court today when authori- 
ty was given a trust company to ad- 


minister a $15,000 estate for the bene- 


fit of sisters and nieces in London, 
England, left by the late D. E. C., 
Courtier, who by his own wish, died 
an inmate of the county poorhouse in 
June, 1927. 

Courtier seemed to find no pleas- 
ure in the company of men or wom- 
en, but kept 40 cats in his one-room 
shack. He came to Miami from Eng- 
land. 

The estate grew out of early invest- 
ments engineered for the recluse by a 
Miami bank. In 1916 Courtier took 
offense at the bank’s method of han- 
dling his property and refused to ac- 


cept any of the earnings from the 
estate. 

When officers of the bank heard 
he was in destitute circumstances, 
they called upon him and attempted 
to persuade Courtier to use some of 
his funds. He ordered them off his 
property and some years later when 
the trust officers decided to sell some 
of his holdings he threatened the pur- 
chasers with a shotgun. 

Subsequently Courtier. went into 
the Everglades and lived some years 
with a tribe of Seminole Indians. 
When he returned to civilization in 
1927 it was to request that he be ad- 
mitted. to the county poor farm. The 
request was granted, but without 
Courtier’s knowledge the trust com- 
pany supplies the superintendent of 
the poor farm with funds to see that 
its eccentric client did not want for 
any necessities.

R. H. SHEPPARD DIES 
SCURNING RELIGION 


Milledgeville, Ga., December 19.— 
(P)—Protesting to the last his in- 
nocence, KR. H. (Whitey) Sheppard, 


went to his death in the electric chair 


at the state prison farm here Wed- 
nesday morning at 11:13 o'clock for 
the murder of Homer Fowler. Atlanta 
stockman, in February, 1927. 

Sheppard, who claimed to be a full- 
blooded Indian, went to his death with 
stoic calm, assisting prison officials 
in adjusting straps of the death chair 
and showed emotion only when the 
clippers were put to his _ straight 
black hair to permit contact of the 
electrodes. 

Then tears streamed down his dark 
face, as he declared that an Indian's 
long hair is a sign of his courage. 

“I would much rather be shot,” he 
said, “than to lose my hair.” 

He begged guards to have the mor- 
tician paste the hair back in place, 
after he had been executed. 

Sheppard refused to accept any of- 
fers of prayer, stating that he had 
his own religion and was going to 
the “happy bunting ground.” He de- 
nounced Solicitor John Boykin, ot 
Atlanta, and claimed that he was rail- 
roaded to the chair. These were the 
only statements the condemned man 
would make. 

In the hours before the execution. 
Sheppard was in a jovial mood and 
greeted newspapermen with a smile 
and talked freely of himself. He said 
he was born on a ranch 65 miles from 
Denver, Colo., in 1872 and as a chil. 
he moved to Texas with his father 
who entered the ranger service. 

“When I was 14 vears old, my 
father was killed, and I served out 
his ranger enlistment,” Sheppard said. 
Iie then told of his life as a cowboy 
and later of joining a wild west show 
as a trick and fancy rider. 

“Deathless hatred’ for those who 
testified against him was sworn by 
the condemned man who said, ‘These 
people testified that they saw me and 
Homer Fowler in a fight. That’s 4 
lie. I didn’t see them until after we 
had our fight, and I had called an 
ambulance for Fowler.”  ,; 

Sheppard declared Fowler = struck 
him three times with a_ blackjack. 
then he knocked his assailant down 
with his fist, breaking it.  - 

Just before the execution, he be- 
came the braggart, saying: 

“Watch me when I go to the chair. 
You'll see how an Indian stands a 
thing like that. You won't see a 
muscle twitch,” 

And through the march to the chair 
‘and preparations, he remained calm 
and displayed no emotion, except 
| when his hair was cut. 

Sheppard was denied on: of his last 
requests, that a woman inmate of 
the prison who testified against him 
be permitted to witness his execu- 
tion, 

Duvie Braswell, the woman. de- 
clined to visit the death house during 
the execution. 

Sheppard was twice sentenced to 
death, being granted a retrial after 
the first conviction. After the second 
death sentence his case was taken to 
the supreme court, then when all oth- 
er avenues of escape were closed, an 
appeal was made to Governor L. G. 
Hardman Tuesday. 

After hearing his atterneys and the 
father of Homer Fowler, the Georgia 
prison commission sent the record of 
the case to the governor who later an- 
nounced he would neither commute 
the sentence to life imprisonment nor 
pardon Sheppard.

U. S. COTTON CROP 
DATA FOR GEORGIA 
HIT AS TOO HIGH 


Washington, December 19.—(4)— 
;} A telegram from the Georgia com- 
missioner of agriculture declaring that 
the department of agriculture had 
over-estimated the cotton crop in Geor- 
gia was read in the senate today by 
Senator Heflin, democrat, Alabama, 
without comment. 

The telegram, addressed to Senator 
Heflin, who has charged the federal 
authorities with making an over-esti- 
mate, placed the crop as determined 
jby the Georgia department at 961,- 
1241 bales, or 58,759 bales less than

“If the federal bureau has over- 
estimated the crop in other states as 
has been done iu Georgia,” the tele- 
gram said, “Senator Heflin is very 
conservative in his statement that the 
crop for the entire cotton belt has 
been over-estimated 500,000 bales.”

Federal Trade Body Acts on 
RCA and Allied Com- 
panies Charges.

Washington, December 19.—Five 
years of inquiry into the organization 
and operation of the so-called “radio 
trust,’ with the Radio Corporation of 
America as its foundation head, have 
resulted in a sweeping decision by the 
federal trade commission dismissing 
all charges of monopoly and unfair 
competition in the manufacture and 


sale Of radio devices and in the field 
of radio communication. “, 
The action of the commission vir- 
tually upholds the legality of the cross- 
licensing arrangement whereby. eight 


| great companies have acquired and 


pooled patents to make up the largest 
producing, distributing and operating 
aggregation in the radio industry. 
Commissioners Abram F. Myers. Wil- 
liam E. Humphrey, Garland 8. Fergu- 
son and C, W. Hunt, voted to dismiss. 
Commissioner Edgar A. McCulloch 
alone voted against dismissal. 


No Formal Comment Made. 


No formal comment was made in 


| dismissing the case, extept for a state- 
/ment by Chairman Myers that he con- 


curred because the commission was 
without jurisdiction to enter an effec- 
tive order. Mr. Humphrey, former 
chairman, said he did not regard the 
great radio organization as an illegal 
combine. 

Respondents in the case were the 
General Electric company, the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, the Western Electric company, 
the Westinghouse Electric and Man- 
ufacturing company, the International 
Radio Telegraph company, the United 
Fruit company, the Wireless Special- 
ty Apparatus company and the Radio 
Corporation of America. Each is a 
large holder of radio patents which 
combine to make up modern transmit- 
ting and receiving apparatus. 

The complaint was entered against 
them in January, 1924. Hearings be- 
gan in New York and were later held 
in Boston, Washington, Chicazo, New 
Orleans, Seattle and San Francisco.

ed the subject matter was not with- 
in the commission's jurisdiction. The 
commission's décision, while rendered 
without opinion, is in effect an accep- 
tance of both points, Chairman Myers 
was alone in implying that he had 
uot ruled upon the merits of the case. 


Radio Commission In Fight. 


The sector of attack upon the alleg- 
ed trust. now shifts to the federal ra- 
dié. commission, where an effort is be- 
ing made to obtain the revocation ef 
all broadeasting and communication li- 
censes held by the Radio Corporation 
of America and affiliated companies 
on the ground that they are vivlating 
a section of the radio act which makes 
it unlawful for any company interest- 
ed in a radio station to restrain .com- 
merce in international communication 
by owning or controlling assets of any 
telephone or other wire company. 

The Radio Protection association of 
Chicago, a group of independent set 
and tube producers, is behind this com- 
plaint. This organization has been the 
prime mover against the alleged trust, 
and its attorneys were responsible for 
the victory over the R C. A. in the re- 
cent tube case. With the federal trade 
body holding that there has been no 
violation of the federal trade commis- 
sion act, the Chicago group is also ex- 


‘pected to seek action by the depart- 


ment of justice on the basis of the 
anti-trust laws. The attorney general 
has consistently refused to consider 
the trust charges while the matter was 
before the federal trade commission.

Influenced by bullish aspects of the 
government crop report, wheat show- 
ed an early upward trend, but for 
awhile afterward the market under- 
went something of a setback owing 
a good dea: to substantial deliveries 
being made on December contracts 
heré. Moreover, an unofficial sum- 
mary presumed to be based on later 
information than the government fig- 
ures said that out of hundreds of dis- 
patches received less than a dozen 
were unfavorable as to the winter 
crop prospect, and that the excep- 
tions were from widely separated lo- 
calities. 

In the last half of the day, how- 
ever, speculative traders who were 
short of wheat found that re-purchas- 
ing had become more and more dif- 
ficult. and that the market temporar- 
ily at least was in an oversold con- 
dition. 

Corn and oats, as well 
were firmer, though not scoring as 
much gain as wheat did. heceipts 
ef- corn in Chicago today lacked vol- 
ume, totaling only 120 cars, and coun- 
trv offerinzs were mostly above cur- 
rent quotations. Meanwhile, too. it 

s asserted that Argentine corn ship- 
ments were likely to decrease forth- 
with, as corn exports from Argentina 
had now about equaled the year’s esti- 
mated surplus.

Trading on Stock Market 
More Active, Reflecting Bet- 
ter Demand for Representa- 
tive Rails and Industrials. 


New York, December 19.—Trading 
was somewhat more active on the 
stock exchange today, reflecting a bet- 


ter demand for. representative shares 
among industrials and rails generally. 
Nervousness over possibilities of a 
flurry in money between now and 
the close of the year tended to retard 
bullish operations in a measure, but 
there was somewhat less apprehen- 
sion on that score than had been ap- 
parent earlier in the week. Convinc- 
ed that the buying movement which 
lifted values in late dealings Tuesday 
was something more than short cov- 
ering traders proceeded to follow the 
advance today and there was consid- 
erable talk of a real bullish demon- 
stration as likely between now and 
Monday. Each of the last few years 
has witnessed a bullish Christmas and 
apparently leaders on the constructive 
side would like to demonstrate their 
position of control in this instance. 


While the pace of trading was more 
active than yesterday it was by no 
means rapid or to be compared with 
relatively recent markets in point of 
volume. Demand ran to the more sea- 
soned stocks like Steel common, Gen- 
eral Motors, American Can, New 
York Central, Baltimore & Ohio and 
ishares of that caliber, with the usual 
brisk demonstration in popular spe- 
cialties. 

Strength in Chrysler was remarked 
as reflecting the clearing away of a 
large block of that stock which had 
been hanging over the market for 
some time. In face of heavy govern- 
ment withdrawals the demand money 
situation continued easy, lending en- 
couragement to forces in quest of 
high prices before the holiday. Oil 
shares were retarded by the sharp 
increase in crude production revealed 
in the weekly figures out today. With 
the seasonal slump in consumption of 
the industrials such increase natural- 
ly does not tend to help sentiment 
toward the group. 

Copper Shares Active. 

Copper shares were in brisk demand 
again with the leaders in the group 
setting a rather rapid nice. Kenne- 
cott was in the van of the movement 
here with Anaconda and Calumet & 
Arizona bringing up in the rear. Just 
now there is a disposition to’look for 
further improvement in copper metal 
prices and gossip is mainly given over 
to discussion of the bright prospects 
for the leading producers in the new 
year. Both Kennecott and Anaconda 
are unusually well regarded not only 
because of their position as producers, 
but additionally by reason of increas- 
ed return prospect on their invest- 
ment in other companies. Already this 
year both companies will reflect in 
their income statements the benefits of 
increased and extra dividends receiv- 
ed from prosperous subsidiaries, and

Normally the market-is given over

“We have, therefore,’ Commissioner 
O'Neill continued, “the astonishing 
and disquieting fact that there is no 
legal requirement for the periodical 
testing of lifeboats on foreign vessels 
leaving American ports for ports other 
than a home port of the foreign coun- 
try, and that any testing which may 
take place is, in consequence, purely 
voluntary and not adequate basis for 
holding the inspector to any definite 
accountability.”
